Bupreme Tribunal Recesses Until Feb. 4 


Without Hint of Its Views on Validity of 
Halting Gold Payments — Agrees to Pass 
on Recovery Act Constitutionality. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21 — 


[(AP)—Nine Supreme court 
Justices today gave the gov- 
ernment and the world at 
least two weeks more of ex- 
pectant waiting for its ruling 
fin the constitutionality of 
President Roosevelt's money 
policies. 


Without a syllable hinting its 


views on the validity of halting 
gold payments, the court recessed 
until February 4. First, however, 
it refused a second time to review 
the case of Thomas J. Mooney, 
serving a life sentence in San 
Quentin penitentiary for complic- 
ity in the 1916 San Francisco pre- 
paredness day bombing. In another

case, It agreed to pass on consti- 
tutionality of the industrial recov- 
ery act 


The court held Mooney had not 
exhausted his rights in California 
courts. 


This was the second time the 
high court had declined to pass on 
the merits of the celebrated con- 
troversy which has been in litiga- 
tion for 18 years. The decision ap- 
parently was unanimous, no dis- 
cent being announced. 


In an unusual proceeding—but 


for which there are a number of 
precedents—the court, in an opin- 
ion read by Chief Justice Hughes, 
gave its reasons for refusing to in- 
terfere. Ordinarily applications for 
review are passed on without ex- 
planation. 


Applied For Writ. 


The 51-year old convict had ap- 
plied for a writ of habeas corpus 
to bring his case before the high 
court for a decision on •whether 
California was acting within her 
rights in keeping him in prison. 


"Reasoning from the premise 
that the petitioner has failed to 
show a denial of due process in 
the circumstances set forth in his 
petition, the (state) attorney gen- 
eral urges that the state was not 
required to afford any corrective 
judicial process to remedy the al- 
leged wrong," the opinion said. 


"The argument falls with the 


premise, x x x 


"We are not satisfied, however, 


that the state of California has 
failed to provide such corrective 
judicial process. The prerogative 
writ of habeas corpus is available 
in that state. 


"No decision of the Supreme 


court of California has ever been 
brought to our attention holding 
that .the state court is without the

EIGHT KILLED IN

Several Missing, Many 


Overcome by Fumes 


In Pennsylvania. 


GILBERTON, Pa., Jan. 21— 


(AP)—Eight miners were killed, 
several are reported missing and 
two score were overcome today by 
poison fumes in a gas explosion in 
the Gilberton mine of the Phila- 
delphia & Reading Coal & Iron 
Co.More than 200 men were at 
work in the mine at the time, 
about 30 of them on the "sixth 
level," where the explosion oc- 
curred.

Governor Cochran said Monday 


morning, in his press conference,

hanging over the state treasury

legislature. His bills, he reiter- 
ated, are only for the purpose of 
dealing with this 
emergency. 


When it is out of the way, he win 
probably have something more to 
propose as a permanent solution. 


"The state of Nebraska is too 


big to be dictated to by any pri- 
vate concerns r* interests," the 
governor asserted. "I expect to 
co-operate with the legislature in 
finding an effective plan 
for 


avoiding any recurrence of such 
conditions in future." 


All Possibilities. 


Mr. Cochran was not ready to 


outline what further measures he 
may have in mind, but did say 
that "all possibilities will be 
taken into consideration." One 
of the matters before the legisla- 
ture is that of empowering the 
state government to carry fidel- 
ity risks on all public officials and 
collect premiums 
therefor suf- 


ficient to meet the costs of hand- i 
ling the. business. 


Twelve surety companie- are to 


be included as guarantors against j 
loss to the state' up to $1.000,000 j 
for the existing term of State j 
Treasurer Hall, under the pro-i 
visional agreement that has been 
made with the Massachusetts! 
Bonding Co. The rate they are' 
to receive, if the governor's bills! 
go through, is one-half of 1 per 
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cent a year, or 110,000 for the 
two-year period, 
including the 


time already 
expired during 


which Hall has been without 
bond. 


The law requires the bond to 


be written "jointly and severally," 
which means that each company 
signing it assumes liability 
for 


the full amount. This protects the 
state up to • million dollars even 
though one or more of the com- 
panies should fail and become 
unable to make their warranties 
good. 


Equal Division Probable. 


Presumably, the total 
amount 


would be divided equally among 
the dozen firms, allotting specific 
liability of '83,333 to each 
and 


entitling it to one-twelfth of the 
total premium. The exact divis- 
ion, however, is left to the Massa- 
chusetts Bonding Co., as principal 
insurer. 


Governor 
Cochran 
suggested 


informally to newspaper men that 
it might become advisable to 
change the law so as'to eliminate 
the "joint and several" feature. If 
this were done, he has been told, 
so that no company would be 
liable in any event for more than 
its pro rate ahare of the risk, the 
state could get a million-dollar 
bond for $10,000 without putting 
up additional large sums for 
burglary and holdup 
insurance 


and to pay for regular biennial 
audits of the treasurer's office. 


This is one of the details which 


will come in for attention later. 
For the existing contingency, the 
governor's bills provide for the 
audits and the special insurance 
in addition to the premium pay- 
ment on the bond itself. 


Perplexing Problem. 


The constitutional 
provision, 


which has never been lived up to 
in the past, requiring the state 
treasurer to give bond for double 
the amount of cash coming into 
his hands is admittedly perplex- 
ing to Governor A Cochran. This 
would call for a total liability of 
at least $10,000,000, based on $5,- 
000,000 of cash and United States 
bonds held as cash now in the 
state treasury, and a premium of 
$100,000 instead of $10,000. 


The legislature 
probably will 


never consent to paying such a 
large amount for a surety instru- 
ment, and until it appropriates 
the money the state treasurer 
could never get any such amount 
of surety as the constitution calls 
for. 


All Governor Cochran can do is 


to put the whole situation up to 
the legislature and let it decide 
what provisions shall be enacted 
into law, both to meet the pres- 
ent emergency and to take care of 
the problem ~in the future. 
One 


thing the leg-mature can do is to 
submit a constitutional 
amend- 


ment to the voters 
eliminating 


the provision for such a huge 
bond as the present dead letter 
section requires. 


State Treasurer Hall's bill, H. 


R. 87, will probably be taken up 
by the senate after it has fin- 
ished with the Cochran series, H. 
R. 156 to 160, Inclusive. This 
proposal 
would authorize any 


state officer to bring an original 
action in Supreme court, and em- 
ploy counsel therefor, in order to 
settle doubtful points as to his 
lawful and constitutional powers 
or responsibilities.

Frank testified Hauptmann be- 


gan to deal on margin in 1930, 
and the defense elicited from his 
acknowledgement that the books 
of a stock margin account would 
not show the money actually put 
in, that is, ftat it would not show 
the amount' of the 
purchaser's 


equity in the account - 


Attorney General David T. Wil- 


entz brought out from Frank's 
testimony that the $44,486' was 
exclusive of any cash loans made 
by Hauptmann. 


Hauptmann said after his arrest 


that he had loaned Fisch $7,500. 
He also said that Fisch had given 
him the ransom money for safe 
keeping, and that because of the 
unpaid loan he had begun to 
spend it without knowing what it 
was. 


It was Hauptmann's, expendi- 


ture of a $10 gold note, a ransom 
bill, for gasoline, that led to his 
arrest in the Bronx.

Hauptmann's stock purchases 
from 1929 to 1934, with 1930

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decision by Federal Judge W. I, 
Grubb of the northern Alabama 
Federal court holding invalid both 
the recovery act and the code of 
fair coupetition for the timber and 
lumber products industry.

Belcher, Alabama timber producer 
and manufacturer—was selected 
by the government to test

EWS dispatches indicate Secretary Harold L. 
Ickes of the department of interior, who was 


in charge of the original appropriation set aside for 
public works, may encounter a storm in congress 
when new funds are voted for a continuation of 
the program. 
' 
It may develop ultimately that the talk in the 


cloakrooms is nothing more than a tempest in a 
teapot. Secretary Ickes occupies a most difficult 
position. He has a high sense of integrity, a fine 
scorn lor the practices and methods of profession- 
al politicians, and most of all, a real desire to per- 
form work of permanent value to the country, 
when this was made the more difficult by the 
pressing emergency of getting huge undertakings 
started for the purpose of providing employment. 
In fairness to him, these facts should be recognized. 


Whatever discourtesies he and his associates may 


have shown toward others in government service, 
if such a situation did develop, could be traced to 
his background. Secretary Ickes has been battling 
the politicians through his entire political career. 
He came to grips with them in the worst spot in 
the United States — Chicago — with its machine 
methods, its none too sensitive ''bosses," its gang 
political rule. Such an experience naturally tends 
to make a man suspicious and distrustful of mo- 
tives and purposes. And if government is to func- 
tion efficiently, if a big job is to be done with the 
best results, there must be an element of faith in 
it. The task which one confronts in a position 
similar to that Ickes occupies is to know where and 
in whom to place faith. Not all men are selfish, 
and it is a small minority which should be classi- 
fied as actually dishonest. The majority of peo- 
ple in America possess conceptions of honor and of 
decency. The members of congress, with very, 
very few exceptions,, despite aM the jibes hurled 
at them, despite the criticism leveled at them, are 
endeavoring honestly and conscientiously to serve 
their constituencies and their country. 


No man at Washington can possess ati the knowl- 


edge, and all of the facts, essential in the develop- 
ment of a sound program of public works, calcu- 
lated to preserve the natural resources at the 
country, to promote the economic weH being of 
people. A congressman has a distinct duty to per- 
form in presenting to Washington such informa- 
tion bearing on a public works program as can be 
gained through long residence within the sedtion, 
by shoulder contact with 
definite problems, by 


constant association with localities and regions. 
All of this must be poured through the great maw 
at Washington, fitted in with national policy," so 
that in the end, there emerges a rational program 
of development Planning which closes its eyes to 
these local factors, and ignores them, wiM fafl. 


And no man or no small group of men is equal 


entirely to a task of that magnitude. 


Whatever may be the outcome of differences be- 


tween Secretary Ickes and a portion of congress, 
the result will be helpful/ For the advice of con- 
gressional leaders should be sought and acted upon. 
They, along with the administration, must share 
the responsibility 
for what is done. They fre- 


quently are equipped better to give definite and 
accurate information than any one ebe. 


This is a greSt undertaking of government— pub- 


lic works— the first concrete plan which the Unit- 
ed States has undertaken to preserve and safe- 
guard its natural resources while at the same time. 
striking a mighty blow at the dire problem of un- 
employment It is, in reality, two great offensives 
launched by a strong nation against two different 
sets of enemies. 


Steward's Ketirement.

tures of C. B, Steward occupying the post of gen- 
eral secretary. Mr. Steward filled that job for 
eleven years. He is retiring to devote his full time 
to supervising co-operative grain marketing activi- 
ties, although he will remain a director in the fed- 
eration. Mr. Steward possesses the virtue of plain, 
blunt speech. As a man of positive convictions 
where the farmer is concerned, he never backed 
away from a fight in his life, and he has been a 
militant force in presenting the farm view.

As 
a young man, Mr, Winter was a member of the 
staff of the Star. We plead guilty to a genuine 
affection for him and for a deep admiration for his 
ability and his energy. He steps into difficult 
shoes to ffU, but if there is any one who can do it, 
Mr. Winter is the man. 


gage. Automobiles move to fast that it te al- 
most Impossible to trace them and it is finan- 
cially impossible for the county officers to do 
this...In my county. 2,000 distress warrants 
v;ere issued. I will hazard a guess that not 
less than 500 were Tor taxes on automobiles 
and of this number not less than 300 were 
wholly uncollectible. 


"You state: 'If the machinery which now ex- 


ists for the collection of delinquent taxes is 
utilized, there will be no difficulty/ I will give 
you a specific problem to answer. Our sher- 
iff holds fifteen distress warrants for taxes 
assessed on the automobile of certain seasonal 
workers, who licensed cars in this county 
which were assessed in April, and which so 
far as we could find out were not in the state 
three months later but two months before the 
taxes were levied." 


There was no disposition in this column to 


minimize the seriousness or the difficulty involved 
in the collection of personal taxes. No perfect 
system will be devised where the spirit is strong to 
evade payment. The constant shifting of popula- 
tion raises a problem as to how to reach not only 
automobiles but other forms of personal property 
as well now missed. In the case cited, where au- 
tomobile owners listed their cars for assessment 
and then left before the levy was made, the tax 
would have to be collected on the basis of the pre- 
ceding year's levy or its collection delayed as at 
the present time until the new levy is fixed. The 
licenses are issued in January; the assessor makes 
his rounds sixty days later. 
The levy is fixed in 


August. These are some of the difficulties in the 
path of the proposed plan. 
— 


,But the correspondent-does present facts which 
deserve the thoughtful attention of the legislature 
in discussing these proposed bills. 


The panacea of more and more law may provide 


the answer; certainly the problem of collecting per- 
sonal taxes is wide open for experiment.

Personal Tax Collections. 


4 VALUED correspondent in northwest Nebras- 
•** ka takes serious issue with an editorial which 
appeared in a recent issue, discussing the bills 
dealing with proposed legislation to strengthen the 
machinery for the collection of personal taxes.

A PPROXEVtATELY sixty days hence, the

•**• green shoots will be thrusting themselves up- 
ward, la^r night breezes will be whispering 
through the trees, and the elixir of air purified by 
a siege of ice and snow will set plans working. Al- 
ways Nebraska awaits spring eagerly, but its com- 
ing will be received more joyously next April in 
1935 than customarily. 


The reason is the shortage of feed for livestock 


on the farms. 


Through the Platte valley Sunday, with the 


thermometer ranging from 10 to 18 degrees below 
zero, the problem of livestock feed impressed itself 
more vividly. From Kearney on, the situation is 
much more favorable than could be anticipated 
when the memories of last summer's drouth are 
recalled. There are large quantities of alfalfa and 
of hay all through /this region, and apparently a 
sufficient supply on hand to meet the require- 
ments until spring unlocks the ice and cold, and 
covers Ihe hillsides and the valleys with green. 
From Kearney east to Lincoln, the problem is more 
acute, and there are other sections within the state 
where the conditions are even more severe. 


In these next sixty days, the emergency of hay. 


corn, and roughage will be faced on thousands of 
farms. The final answer can be given only after 
the winter has been swallowed up with the com- 
ing of spring and of pasturage and grazing. How 
much livestock nust be sacrificed will be known 
then. But this observation appears well founded. 
Nebraska promises to emerge in better shape than 
seemed possible last August The emergency feed 
authorities have been diligent; they have accumu- 
lated considerable stock; and while the matter of 
price for those who must purchase feed represenis 
a serious hurdle, it is certain that every step which 
can be taken will be followed.

• A reader of this column writes, 
'Please say something about sugar 
diabetes: I have just discovered I 
am afflicted with it." 


Some will smile at the old-fash- 


i o n e d t e r m 
"sugar d i a b e- 
tes," but, as a 
matter of fact, 
it is quite cor- 
rect, and mere- 
ly the ordinary 
way of putting 
the P e d a ntic 
Latin term, dia- 
betes mellitus. 
"Mellitus" 


comes from the 
classic word for 
honey, and it 
recalls the fact 
that the only 
sweetening our 


Dr. 


ancestors had was honey. In the 
old days there was no sugar; The 
commercial activities associated 
with food of this kind were not 
with cane and beet farms and 
barrels, but with the drowsy hum 
of bees. When it was discovered 
that the urine of diabetic patients 
was sweet, the discoverer natural- 
ly jumped to the conclusion that 
the substance which made it so 
was honey 
hence the name, 


diabetes mellitus. That this name 
has been changed to "sugar dia- 
betes" is merely a. modernization 
of the older idea. 
Diabetes has been known for a 


long time, We have descriptions of 
it in classic times, but pur know- 
ledge of its nature has developed 
very slowly. The first step was 
that mentioned above-^to discover 
that the urine which is passed in 
excessive amounts contains sugar. 
This was done by Thomas Willis, 
who used a simple method—he 


tasted it. But the fact appears to 
have been known for a long time: 
It is hinted in the first book on 
medicine printed In England — 
"The Rosa Gallica" of John of 
Gaddesden(1492), where diabetes 
is called "candepis." ' 


Exact chemical methods of de- 


termining sugar, or rather, glu- 
cose, in the urine were made by 
Francis Home and Mathew Dob- 
son. Home used yeast to ferment 
it, which still is a good method. 


Insight into the real nature of 


the disease lagged, however, until 
within our own day. Naunyn, a 
physician at Strassbourg, noticed 
that the urine of dogs from whom 
the pancreas had been removed, 
contained glucose, and Minkow- 
Ski proved that removal of the 
pancreas caused diabetes. Re- 
moval, note you: Simply diverting 
the digestive juices of the pan- 
creas away from the intestines and 
leaving the pancreas inside the 
body, resulted in no diabetic 
change. How recent that was may 
be seen by the fact that Minkow- 
ski lived long enough to get the 
reputation of having been called 
to examine Lenin when he had 
the first convulsion of his paresis. 


An American, Doctor 
Opie, 


proved that it was not the whole 
pancreas, the absence of which 
produced diabetes," but only the 
small islands of tissue (named 
after 
Langerhans) which have 


nothing to do with the digestive 
functions of the pancreas, but 
pour into the blood an internal 
secretion which assists hi burning 
glucose in the muscles. 


When, about 12 years ago, this 


secretion 
was 
identified 
and 


named "insulin" by Banting and 
Best, the final chapter in our 
modern knowledge of diabetes 
was written. At least there have 
been no chapter since.

Health, Council Terms 


Changed by Ordinance 


New Setup Provides Eventually 


For All Members To Serve 


Three Year Periods. 


An ordinance 
changing the 


terms of the public health ad- 
visory council was passed by the 
city council Monday, and another 
dedicating a strip of land as L 
street from Thirty-third to Thirty- 
eighth street, was read a first 
time. Both measures were intro- 
duced by E. M. Bair, head of the 
health and street departments. The 
council also set February 4 as the 
date of a hearing on an appeal 
from a recent decision denying 
property owners at Twenty-sev- 
enth and N streets, reclassifica- 
tions for local business purposes. 


The health board ordinance pro- 


vides that three of the members 
shall serve for one year, three 
for two years, and three for three 
years. Thereafter the tenure shall 
be for three years each,-except 
ex-officio members who shall re- 
main on the council as long as 
they hold the positions which 
qualify them for the group. Dr. L. 
VanEs, veterinarian at the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska is the only ex- 
officio member. 


Bill To Be Offered. 


The change hi the terms of the 
health council members is to con- 
form to provisions of a bill to be 
submitted to the state legislature 
to legalize cities and counties con- 
solidating their health activities. A 
conference on the provisions of 
the bill has been sought by the 
council, but a reply to the re- 
quest had not been received Mon- 
day noon, Commissioner Bair de- 
clared. 
Neither had Mr. Bair received a 


reply from officials of the Bur- 
lington railroad, regarding the re- 
pairing of their crossing at Thir- 
ty-fourth, and Adams street. In 
a letter to General Superintendent 
Mullen, Mr. Bair pointed out thai 
1he crossing is "dangerous,'" and 
added that he has petitions com- 
plaining against the 
condition, 


•"signed by a large number of peo- 
ple in that part of the city."

20-Year Old Friend Of 


Legislatures Back 


In 1935 Session. 


An 
old 
friend 
of 
Nebraska 


legislatures, which in one fo-m 
or another has been making its 
appearance at every session for 
the last 20 years or more, stepped 
out in 1935 raiment ^Monday with 
Senator C. D. Green as its chief 
sponsor. It was introduced in the 
upper chamber as S. F. 67. 


This proposal is to take away 


from all cities and villages of 
Nebraska having less than 5.000 
population the control over rates 
'and service of gas and electric 
companies; to extend their pres- 
ent franchise rights indefinitely 
without requiring approval of the 
voters; and to transfer all powers 
of regulation and control over 
such utilities to the state railway 
commission. 


The bill was drafted and sent 


to Senator Green by the law firm 
of Halligan, Beatty & Halligan 
at North Platte. 


Considered 20 Years. 


Similar legislation has been 


considered at virtually e v e r y 
Nebraska assembly during the 
last two decades, but so far has 
failed to gain approval, owing to 
opposition of the Nebraska league 
pf municipalities and of people 
in the various localities who ob- 
ject to having their right to im- 
pose terms and conditions upon 
utilities that serve them taken 
away and vested in a distant 
body. 


Two years ago a bill of the 


same nature was presented by 
Senator Frank McCarter of Bay- 
ard, recently deceased, but like 
its precedessors failed to receive 
favorable consideration. 


Attorney General Wright was 


not ready Monday afternoon to 
deliver an opinion requested by 
the state senate last week on the 
constitutionality of G o v e r n o r 
Cochran's "gold usury" bill, S. F.

Governor Cochran revealed that 


S. E. Copple, Lincoln bonding 
agent, offered three days ago to 
write Hall's bond, at the $10,000 
doubled rate, in the from of a lim- 
ited co-surety, instead of the joint 
and several liability plan as re- 
quired by statutes. The governor 
testified he told Copple he would 
approve the bond on this basis, if 
the attorney general ruled it legal 


Attorney General W. H. Wright, 


however, informed Copple that 
this form of bond did not meet 
statutory requirements. 


Limited Liability. 


Under the plan which Cochran 


testified Copple suggested, several 
bonding companies would write 
Hall's bond, -each for a certain 
amount of the $1,000.000 required, 
liability of each underwriter being 
limited to the amount for which it 
furnished bond. 


Testifying before the committee, 


Wright declared this form of bond 
does not meet the conditions laid 
down by the law, which requires 
that one or more bonding compa- 
nies be liable on the treasurer's 
bond, jointly and severally, for the 
full $1,000,000. 


Governor Cochran informed the 


committee that if the legislature 
would amend the law and legalize 
a limited liability bond he would 
approve the legislation. 


Calls For Passage. 


In any event, the governor 


pointed out, the legislature, under 
present conditions, should pass his 
emergency bill allowing payment 
of the doubled premium, since no 
companies have come forward 
willing to write Hall's bond on the
